COLT NEEDS HEALTHY START 


Navel 111, Scours and Constipation Aro 


Three Common Troubles to 


Guard Against. 


As It appears tli.it the supply of 


horsepower on farms is beginning to 
run low and will be lower yet in an- 
other year or two, \V. H. Peters, head 
of the Minnesota university's division 
of animal industry, contends it will 
surely pay to give a little extra atten- 
tion to both mares and foals at foaling 
time. He says: 


"Young colts are subject to three 


common troubles that cause a heavy 
death rate, namely, navel ill, scours, 
and constipation. To guard against 
navel ill every sanitary precaution pos- 
sible should be taken, such as iiaving 
the mare foal m a clean thoroughly 
disinfected box: stall, carefully disin- 
fecting the navel cord of the colt 
shortly after it is born, and washing 
the udder of the mare with a weak 
non-poisonous 
disinfectant 
solution. 


On farms where navel ill has occurred, 
it will pay to treat or have a veterin- 
arian treat the colts with preventive 
serum, 


"A young colt is frequently consti- 


pated right from the beginning. Un- 
less its digestive system is able to cast 
off the first feces the first day, it 
should be dosed with about four table- 
spoonfuls of castor oil, repeating the 
dose at intervals of six hours until the 
digestive system responds 
Injecting 


a quart or so of warm water into the 
rectum with a gravity syringe will

Branch banking 
is the first • overt act 
toward 
the 


creation of a money monopoly. 


The centralized control over money 


and credits is the most 
insidious, 


the most pernicious, th'e most arro- 
gant trust that can foist itself upon 
a nation. Any money monopoly is the 
overl .?.tl ."f all otter monojjlies. TLf.- 
group that controls money and cred- 
its can rule or ruin any industry, any 
individual, any community, any na- 
tion. No trust, no combination 
of 


^trusts, can disobey the dictates of a 
money trust. Even though the fin- 
ancial tyrants might extercise their 
power benevolently, ,they would still 
possess the ability to demand, exact, 
and coerce; and this country should 
tolerate no accumulation of power, 
commercial or political, that has the 
strength to 
imperil teconomic 
or 


political freedom.

A local banker, with local stock- 


holders and lacol directors, wastes 
n6 time in making loans. The man- 
ager of a branch bank, however, has 
power to make only 
small 
loans 


without consulting the parent bank. 
Th'e time consumed in gaining the 
approval of the parent bank to 
a 


subtsantial loan frequently 
means 


the difference between success 
and 


failure to the prospective borrower. 
The truth is, of eourste, that branch 
banks "are more 
interested in 
re- 


ceiving deposits 
than 
in 
making 


loans. The parent bank, situated in 
a financial center, has a 
sufficient 


demand for loans without attempt- 
ing to supply 
the demands of th'e 


outlying districts. The parent bank 
will naturally cater to ihe voracious 
appetite of Big Industry lor credits 
rather than assist the farmer or the 
workingmaii. 
Your banker should b'j your £-ioad 


and your neighbor, not the imperson- 
al representative of a group of finan- 
cial buccaneers. When you approach 
your banker in quest of a loan, your 
character is of far more importance 
than your balance-sheet. Your local 
banker knows you and your family, 
appreciates your problems, and re- 
joices in your success. A bank direc- 
torate a hundred miles away, when 
massing on your application for 
a 


loan, can consider only your balance- 
sheet; and the decision is based on 
the papers instead of on the man. 


Branch banks are more for power 
than for profit. Any bank operated 
with honesty and diligence can mak'e 
a reasonable 
profit on its 
capital 


with only one banking house. Bran- 
ches add to the profits, perhaps, but 
more important, they 
add to 
the 


power. They get at the 
source of 


credits—mon'ey 
deposits.

This is the

farmer. The business man,' at least 
the wholesaler, is 
organized 
and 


well financed. He can afford to wait. 
He can afford to sell a little at a 
time and so keep prices irom falling 
too violently. 


All kinds of troubles arise out of 


the farmer's compulsion to dump his 
crops all at once. On'e of the most 
important is the inability of the grain 
elevators and 
railroads to 
handle 


such a large crop at one time. Owing 
to the shopmen's and coal-miners' 
strikes and to the 
other railroad 


difficulties, there has been this year 
a frightful congestion of the

shipments to the East and to Europe.

One of the first b'tt'iJeP 
ings to b'e constructed is to be Penn 
State Hospital, the gift of the potato, 
growers of Pennsylvania. This, will 
have 30 beds, and all facilities of a 
medical and surgical institution 
to 


provide for the needs of 3^00 stucl-^ 
ents. The potato growers have agreed 
to raise 5150,000 for this new hos- 
pital. 


The other buildings that a,ie to be 


build from the funds t obe raised are 
residence groups for m-en and women, 
physical education buildings for both. 
sexes, a Varsity Hall, and a student's 
union or social hall. The only dormi- 
tory fo rthe young men at 
the. co4r 
lege.at the present time is Ui« admin- 
istration building, and this has been 
condemned as unsafe. There are to 
be ten residence groups, six lor men 
and four for women. Eight of.these 
groupb will be provided by tlie cam- 
paign, one having already oeen pro- 
vided for by the 
State Legislature. 


Each group will be composed of three 
separate units and will accommodate 
100 persons.

which will be among the largest of 
th'eir kind in the country will give to- 
Penn State material facilities "com- 
mensurate with the important place

Since on October 8 we had a lesson 


on the birth and childhood of Jesus, 
many will doubtless prefer to have 
this new lesson instead of the Christ- 
mas lesson. 


I. A Warning Against Covetousness 


(vv. 33-21). 


1. The Occasion (vv. 13-15). One of 


the company requested Jesus to lie 
umpire in a disputed estate. 
Two 


brothers were in trouble over an in- 
heritance. 
Christ refused to enter the 


sphere of the civil law and warned 
against the spirit of avarice; Christ's 
mission was preeminently spiritual. 


2. Enforcement of the Warning (vv. 


16-21). The parable of the rich man 
shows clearly that to be concerned 
with earthly riches while neglecting 
God is the height of folly. The Lord's 
warning is of great importance today; 
for many are seeking gold and forget- 
ting God. 
Note (1) his increase in 


goods (v. 16). His riches were rightly 
obtained, for the ground brought forth 
plentifully. 
This shows that a man 


may be rich because of the Lord's 
blessing upon him. (2) His perplexity 
(v. 17). His land was producing more 
than his barns would hold. He did not 
want it to go to waste. If he had pos- 
sessed the right views of life and a 
sense of stewardship before God, he 
would have seen that his barns at least 
had enough for his personal needs and 
that he could have distributed his sur- 
plus to the needy and for benevolent 
purposes. 
(3) The fatal choice (vv. 


IS, 19). He chose to • enlarge his 
barns and give up his life to ease and 
luxury. It ought to be a delightful 
task for men whom God has made 
rich to devote their time and energy 
to the distribution of their possessions 
to benevolent purposes. 
(4) The aw- 


ful indictment (vv. 20, 21). God calls 
him a fool. 


II. 
The Certain Cure for Anxiety 


(vv. 32-34). 


Having shown the ifolly of the rich 


man who gained gold but lost God, He 
now urged the disciples to trust God 
and dismiss all anxious care. He as- 
sured them that they need not be anx- 
ious even for the necessities of life. 
Note: 


3. The Argument (vv. 22, 23). This 


is summed up in one brief sentence: 
"The life is more than food, and the 
body is more than raiment." 
The God 


who gave the life and made the body 
should be trusted to provide food and 
clothing. 


2. Trie Illustrations (W. 24-28). (1) 


God's care for the fowls (vv. 24-20). 
The ravens do hot sow nor reap—they 
have not storehouse or barn, yet they 
live, for God feeds them. If God does 
not forget the fowls, certainly He 
would do more for His children. (2) 
God's care for the flowers of the field 
(vv. 
27, 28). If God is so careful of 


those flowers which appear but for a 
day, 
how much more will He clothe 


His children ! 


3. The Exhortations (vv. 29-34). (1)

HE tidal wave which swept down 
the Republicans in the congres- 


sional elections of 1874 still was run- 
ning so strongly in the campaign of 
1876 that Rutherford B. Hayes himself 
never was confident of his success. 
Nor was the country surprised to re*d 
in the headlines the morning after elec- 
tion that Tilden, the Democratic candi- 
date, had won the race. 


The Republican national headquar- 


ters in Js'ew York city shut up shop 
early election night, and the Repub- 
lican campaign managers went to bed 
resigned to defeat. 


Tilden was elected on the face of 


the returns, with 203 electoral votes 
to 106 for Hayes, and had also a 
plurality of 250,000 in the popular vote. 
His election indeed rested on the same 
basis as Cleveland's in 1884 and Wil- 
son's in 1916. But in 1876 the Repub- 
licians had not yet acquiesced in the 
suppression of the negro vote in the 
South. And if the negroes had not 
been "persuaded" by various means 
from going to the polls, Tilden could 
not have been elected. 


Both the Republicans and the Dem- 


ocrats claimed to have carried Louisi- 


It is just as important to have turk- 


eys in good pliimp condition before 
marketing as it is chickens. However, 
a good many farmers regard this as a 
hard job simply because there is con- 
siderable misunderstanding as to the 
correct way to go about the matter. 


Turkeys, if taken aright, are easily 


fattened; in fact, easier than most 
other fowls. But if turkeys have had 
free range all summer, you cannot 
fatten them with any satisfaction in 
an enclosure. 
The change will cause 


them to fret and refuse to eat and 
thus they will lose instead of gain in 
weight. 
On the other hand, if they 


range too much while being fattened, 
they will "run off" the beneficial ef- 
fects of your extra feeding. The right 
plan is therefore a compromise be- 
tween these two extremes. Teach the 
turkeys to come up every evening at 
least, and then stun* them with all they 
will possibly eat. You will soon find 
them ranging at short distances only 
and coming u,p even between feeding 
times, where they should always be 
able to find some sort of attractive 
food. 


Don't try to fatten the turkeys on 


corn alone. A close diet of new corn 
often results in bowel troubles for the 
turkeys just as it does for hogs, and 
a sick turkey is usually a dead turk- 
ey. Mix the fattening ration; variety 
is desirable for several reasons. Equal
